Somewhere in the wide and 
starry sky the celebrated new aster- 
old or minor planet 1911 MT, other- 
wise designated the asteroid Albert, is 
lost. 
Astronomers at Lick Observatory 
and the observatory at the University 
of California have been searching for 
the missing object for two months 
without avail. 

Knowing exactly from computations 
made by themselves where to look on 


any night, the observers have vainly 
ned their telescopes along the path 


of Albert. 
They have widened the zone of 
sea and made allowances for er-

Enters Substation on Wire 
from Mountains. 


Thousands Walk When that 
Structure Burns. 


— 


Strange Interruption of the 
Entire System. 


He walked, you walked, they all 
walked last night when lightning, 
hurled itself out of the San Gabriel 
Mountains and into the Vernon sub- 
station of the Pacific Light and Power 
Corporation, which was burned to the 
ground, thereby cutting in two the 
main power-distributing system of the 
Los Angeles Railway and crippling a 
portion of that of the Pacific Elec- 
tric. The loss in the Vernon fire is 
estimated at $68,000, while the pat- 
ronage which the Los Angeles Rall 
way and the Pacific Electric lost dur : 
ing the two hours their cars were in- 
‘active will foot up to half of that 
amount. 

No stranger nor more sudden in- 
terruption of service ever occurred in 


hour crowds on their homeward ways 
to all parts of the city and to many 
surrounding towns. An instant later 
every car of the Los Angeles Railway 


Pacific Electric were stalled simul- 
taneously, as the power died apoplec- 
tically. 
The trouble, as ferreted out late last 
night by General Manager Davis of 
the Pacific Light and Power Corpora- 
‘tion, originated on the Mentone dis- 
tributing line in San Gabriel 
Mountains, where a transmission tower 
was struck by lightning. As a slender 
finger of potential destruction, this 
lightning ran along the Mentone line 
to the great aluminum main cables of 
the company and then ht into 
the main distributing sy of this 
city, fifty miles away. 
BLOWS OUT. 
| Ordinarily, the lightning would have 
been dissipated without damage 
hroughout the system. But a gasket 
flow of oil m a mammoth con- 
thiner in the Vernon substation 
was defective and blew out, and 
the place was flooded with oil. A 
spark did the rest, and before Fore- 
n Ryan or any other employees 
there could do anything, the flames 
were licking their way upward 
through the roof, and the entire struc- 


With the Vernon substation out of 
commission, the entire work of re- 
ceiving power from the Eagle Rock 
plant for “stepping” down to the 
voltage necessitated by electric-car 
operation, was thrown on the shoul- 
ders of the Kern River plant, between 
here and ena. it proved too 
much for that one plant and it “went 
out“ temporarily, as electric men 
would say. | 

The cars were finally put in motion 
by “chaining” together a hundred or 
more portable and auxiliary substa- 
tions, and linking them with the Kern 
River substation. This work was 
completed at 7:32 o'clock last night, 
and the cars were in operation a min- 
ute later.

The decree was the final curtain in a 
tragedy—-the marriage of a philan- 
thropic woman to a man who, she al- 
leged, conducted a systematic 
paign to deprive her of her property 
and whose alleged drinking habits hu- 
miliated her and caused her grievous 
suffering. She was represented by 
Dysert & Gunn. 

For years Margaret Armstrong was 
loved and respected in Spokane. 


she conducted

George Howell. He paid her ardent 
attention, but believing destiny had 
marked her for single life, Miss How- 


There she met 


ell spurned all thought of marriage. | 


The evidence tn the annulment suit 
showed that Howell won her consent 
at San Diego. He told her it she did 
not marry him he would write a note 
which would be found on his dead 
body declaring he had killed himself 
because she had scorned his love. She 
went through the ceremony November 
29, 1911. but the details remain a 
blur in her memory. 

She never lived with him as his wife. 
she stated. On her arrival in this 
city she left him, seeking refuge with 
relatives. Howell wrote her many 
letters, some of which were in evi- 
dence yesterday.
